Hints to Would- 


A Growing Demand. 


——,, 


, 
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HE statements that one reads from time 
to time in certain sections of the daily 
Press drawing attention to what they de- 
scribe as ‘‘ the glutted condition of the 
used-car market’’ are inclined to lead 
potential purchasers of second-hand cars to 
the belief that these cars are waiting to be 
handed over to them with a cheque for 
simply taking them out of the way of motor 
dealers. We also read of the bargains in 
such cars—of the car, for instance, that 
was bought for £15 or £20 which the new 
owner had only to fill up with oil and 
petrol and toured the country at little or 
no more expense. 

No doubt, such statements make accept- 
able “copy, but the truth is that the 
used-car has a definite commercial value, 
and as a rule the public gets what it pays 
for in car value. 


THE DEALER’S POSITION. 

The motor dealer, in common with other 
merchants or traders, must, if he wants to 
exist, strike out a very careful price list on 
cost which will provide him with a legiti- 
mate trading profit on second-hand cars. 
Where ,difficulty generally crops up is 
when one sets out to deal with the motor 
industry in the belief that it is a trade 
which requires no profits on its 
used cars, and is able to thrive 
on losses. The used car market, it 's 
true, has its fluctuations in value like 
any other commodity. If,. for instance, 
there are full stocks of certain makes of 
car on the market, the price at which 
the trade can purchase them for resale is 
low, because the selling price must also 
be low in order to clear the stocks. 

Various efforts have from time to time 
been made by motoring organisations 10 
arrive at some basis which might be con- 
sidered a safe method of calculating used 
car values, but each attempt has failed 
for the simple reason that the condition 
of any two used cars of the same make 
and age, although they may have done 
identical mileage, must, of necessity, vary 
because of the manner in which the owners 
have driven and cared them. 


USED CAR TRADE. 

The present world economic pressure has 
brought the used car trade into -greater 
prominence than heretofore, and some 
very excellent vehicles are now, as in the 
past, available to the second owners at 
very sound prices. 

There is a belief in the minds of some 
members of the public that the person 
or persons who deal in second-hand cars 
are similar to those horse dealers who were 
so lightly referred to because cf their 
ability to make a very old horse 
look as if it had ben through 
the gland - rejuvenating process. There 
are, no doubt, a number of dealers in 
used cars whose status does not encourage 
confidence; but there are many firms to- 
day whose reputation is beyond suspicion 
and whose used car department has now 
become a very important part of their 
business, 


PENNY WISE, POUND FOOLISH. 
If, with the idea of saving a few 
pounds, a motorist deals with a firm 
that has a poor standing in the motor

and suffers in consequence, he 
be satisfied that he has 
had a gamble; but, if he wants to do 
business on sound lines, then he must 
seek a reputable firm of dealers, which 
will be a guarantee that his purchase 
money will have been wisely spent. Firms 
of this type nowadays give a guarantee 
with most of the used cars that they sell. 
They have a name to uphold, and common- 
sense tells them that, whilst the public 
to-day are anxious to reduce capital ex- 
penditure by purchasing used cars, they 
are potential purchasers of new cars in 
time to come. In addition to this, the 
firms realise that, in all probability, they 
a get the servicing of the cars they 
se 
When these firms offer a used car at 

low price an explanation of its cost will 
usually be faithfully given; and, if the 
motorist is willing to buy a very low- -priced 
car, he cannot expect the seller to give the 
same guarantee as he would if another car 
of the same type was sold at a higher, but 
legitimate, price. It is, therefore, a good 
investment for the buyer to pay twenty or 
even thirty pounds more for the better car 
of the same make and mileage, because 
there is definite justification for the extra 
price.

OWNERS’ VALUES. 

The seller of a motor car usually has an 
exalted idea of the value of his vehicle— 
always forgetting that the man who buys 
a second-hand car must make a profit when 
he sells it—and nearly all the trouble in 
used-car dealing is caused by this over- 
estimation of value by owners of cars who 
want to sell or trade them in the purchase 
of new vehicles. 

The best advice I can give to the intend- 
ing buyer of a second-hand car is to go 
to a reliable firm and pay a _ reason- 
able price for a used car. If he is 
the seller of a second-hand car and wants 
to trade it in for a new one, he should 
place himself momentarily in the position 
of the trader who has to re-sell it. 
Nothing is gained by either party when a 
transaction is carried out without a legiti- 
mate profit ; for if the trader sells without 

“Re the business is no good to him. 

the public realised the fundamentals 
that go to make a satisfactory business 
transaction, business life would be more 
pleasant and fewer complaints of alleged 
The secondhand car 
market is now being largely patronised, 
but that does not mean that such cars are 
sold at a price, due to the demand, over 
and above what they are worth. If a 
buyer is not satisfied with the price asked, 
he does not. buy a used car, any more than 
he will buy any other article the price of 
which he considers too high. Therefore, 
because there is a good demand for used 
ears, it does not follow that they have 
increased beyond their true market value. 
The: only result from such _ increased 
demand is that there are now more reliable 
firms trading in them than neretofore.

R. MERNE, in his preface, writes: 
‘The purpose of this book is to 
place in the hands of the public a key to 
the intricacies of Celtic decoration.” 
Having Spent mucn time copying and 
adapting the best examples ot medizval 
masters, he determined to strike out on 
lines of his own, and ultimately was re- 
paid by the discovery that the fundamental 
principles underlying the elaborate mazes 
of Celtic knot-work can be traced to a 
few simple motifs, symbols or ideographs, 
and he believes that, by the judicious use 
of these elements, newer and more 
ambitious patterns may be evolved to meet 
the requirements of modern decorative art. 
The book, which contains forty full-page 
plates, is of great interest to the ordinary 
reader, and ought to prove most valuable 
to the student and designer. 

The first plate shows what may broadly 
be designated as “ nature symbols ” that 
appear in all types of primitive art, and it 
explains the probable meanings which 
they conveyed to primitive peoples. The 
gradual development of Celtic. ornament 


from these symbols is shown, and also the | 


evolution of the Celtic Fret from the primi- 
tive line ornament, which is found on the 
copper axes and the golden Lunulae which 
date from 1900 p.c. Mr. Merne reiterates 
the importance to students of constantly 
sketching the numerous examples of fine 


Celtic ornament found on crosses and metal 


work, so that they may be enabled to pro- 
duce original work “ full of the spirit of 
the old craftsman.”’

Foundations of Re Joshua

r is no exaggeration to say that this 

boolt will create a sensation in literary 
and theological circles, Professor Garstang 
directed for some years the British School 
of Archwology in Jerusalem and the De- 
partment of Antiquities in Palestine, and 
he determined to bring all the weight of 
his vast knowledge of Palestinian 
archeology to bear on a thorough exam)- 
nation of the exactness and veracity of the 
oldest sources of the Bible history. 

For this purpose he had made no less 
than three expeditions to Palestine since 
1928 to discover what the spade might 
reveal from. the sites of Jericho, Hazor 
and Ai, of the chronological anes of 
Israel’s early history, and the historical 
data connected with the invasion of 
Canaan. 

We cannot but admire the thoroughness 
with which the Professor deals with the 
period under examination. An introduc- 
tion, which analyses carefully the text 
according to J and E, is followed by a 
section dealing with the relations existing 
between Israel and Egypt and the réle ol 
Egypt in pre-Israelite Canaan. Follows 
an excellent exegetical narrative of the 
campaigns led by Joshua, the settlement 
of the Tribes, and the Tribés under the 
Judges, illustrated profusely with 118 
plates, plans, figures and maps. An 
appendix of 54 pp. deals with places and 
archeology. 

A glance at the chronological outlines 
will reveal the necessity of a close study 
of the Professor’s arguments by all 
students of biblical history. For example, 
he dates the desert wanderings between 
1447-1407 B.C., thus making Amenhotep 
IT., instead of Meneptah (1225-1215), the 
Pharaoh of the Exodus The date of 
C. 1400 B.C. for the capture of the three 
cities by Joshua, to a very great extent, 
has been decided by a careful examination 
of some 100,000 fragments of pottery, the 
dating of which of recent years has been 
brought to a fine art. Those who con- 
sidered the traditional dates to be more 
satisfactory than many moderns regarded 
them will rejoice at the Professor’s con- 
clusions. 

It is a further cause for satisfaction that 
the Professor has been able to locate the 
necropolis of Jericho,; and that he has 
taken from one tomb alone over 500 
articles, 300 of which are pots and vases, 
in perfect condition, of the period of 
Abraham. 

No biblical student can be content to 
neglect this valuable book. He will find 
therein not only the results of scien- 
tifically-conducted exploration, but a 
picturesque description of the life and 
times of Joshua and the Judges.

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In the Enemy's Country. By Joseph

á organisation and work of the 
secret services of the belligerent 
nations in neutral countries are an aspect 
of the Great War which deserve more at- 
tention than they have yet received. Mr. 
(rozier’s book serves, to some extent, to 
elucidate the maze of plot and counter: 
plot. At an early stage of the war he was 
sent into Holland by the French General 


Staff to supervise the economic hlockade - 


of Germany, which was to be directed 
secretly from that country. Setting up n 
business as a dealer in oils and fats, Mr. 
Crozier—or Pierre Desgranges, to give him 
the nom de guerre which he adopted for 
the occasicn—soon came into contact with 
the German Secret Service organisation, 
and he and his colleacues contrived, not 
only to secure information of the highest 
value to the Allies, but also to effect the 
escape of prisoners from Germany and of 
internés from Holland. 

The trade of the spy is no longer the 
glamorous series of adventures dear to 
the writer of sensational fiction, and Mr. 
(‘rozier has sought to diversify the com- 
paratively humdrum narrative by the in- 
troduction of ‘‘ human interest,’’ and an 
occasional excursion into philosophy. Yet 
the story of his work for France would 
have made a much better book if he had 
elected to write it with moré attention to 
relevant detail. The atmosphere 2! 
mystery which enveloned his clandestine 
proceedings has somehow got into the 
hook. At times the reader will find no 
little difficulty in determining what 1s 
going on, and the plots and plans which 
are described are often wrapped in 
baffling obscurity. For the awkwardness 
of the stvle we cannot hold Mr. Crozier 
responsible, since this is a translation. 

The most interesting sections of the book 
are those which deal with the part played 
by Mr. Crozier’s organisation in com- 
bating the German submarine campaign, 
and the ingenious methods by which he 
kept in touch with the enemy, and with 
the secret service agents in the occupied 
territory of Belgium.

Through the Dragon's Eyes. By L C. Arling-

RESIDENCE of over fifty years in 

China has enabled Mr. Arlington to 
write with insight and authority of her 
peoples and customs. His book is a bril- 
liant and convincing attempt to portray 
the Chinese as they really are, and also to 
explain their attitude tow ards . the 
‘foreign devil,’’ who has shamelessly 
exploited their country to his own great 
advantage. A pleasant feature of the book 
is the author’s style, which is critical, yet 
impartial to a degree, and most refresh- 
ingly devoid of the dogmatic assertions to 
be found so often in books of a like 
character. 

Mr. Arlington has all the humility of 
great knowledge, coupled with the ability 
to view his subject from every angle. 
After some brief, but exciting, experiences 
in the California of the “ digger days ”. 
and a voyage in an American training ship, 
voung Arlington entered the Chinese Navy 
as a gunner and drill instructor in the 
Northern Fleet, then directly controlled 
by the great Chinaman, Li Hung Chang. 
He remained with the Northern Fleet for 
five years until the outbreak of the Franco- 
Chinese War in 1884. When war was 
declared he was transferred to the Southern 
Fleet, under the cormhmand of Admiral Wu. 
His account of that opéra bouffe campaign 
is told well and amusingly. Although he 
shows up the incompetence and ignorance 
of the authorities, yet he never decrys the 
courage of the Chinese sailors, for whom 
he has much warm praise. 

On the termination of the war Mr. 
Arlington entered the Maritime Customs, 
and spent the next six years endeavouring 
to outwit the wily Chinaman as a 
smuggler. This work brought him closely 
in contact with more reprehensible folk, 
especially the river pirates, a scourge of 
China. These pirates beguiled him into a 
series of interesting and exciting incidents. 

In 1906 Mr. Arlington joined the pestal 
service. There he had ample experience 
of the wholesale corruption of Chinese 
official life, and made the acquaintance of 
the river bandits, another afiliction of 
China. He was field accountant on the 
Famine Relief Commission in 1930, and has 
some hard things to say on the mal- 
administration and waste among the Com- 
missioners and officials of that body. He 
considers that the famine could have been: 
robbed of nearly all its terrors if the 
peasants had been permitted to grow more 
grain ard less opium poppy—apparently 
the law insists that every farmer shall pro- 
duce a certain percentage of opium. 

This is a remarkable book, written with 
deep psychological insight by an acute 
observer, who is also a Chinese scholar, 
and it affords a key to much that seems 
incomprehensible in the China of yesterday 
and to-day.

E VERYONE interested in the develop- 
ment of the co-operative movement 
will be glad to see Mr. Harald Faber’s 
excellent book in a revised and enlarged 
edition. More than ten years ago “' Uo- 
operation in Danish Agriculture ’’ came as 
ain authoritative and exhaustive examina- 
tion of the co-operative movement in a 
country which was, at the same time, a 
pioneer in agricultural co-operation and 
te thriving embodiment of the efficacy of 
the co-operative idea. As the book has 
been out of print for some time, Mr. 
Faber has taken advantage of the demand 
for a new edition and his own leisure— 
he retired from the post of Danish 
Government Agricultural Commissioner in 
London this year after forty-three years’ 
continuous service—to bring it up to date 
by the addition of much new information 
and statistical matter.

JAMES BARRY. 


What a triumph, yet what a tragedy, was 
the life of James Barry, R.A., born in a 
smoky, one-roomed cabin in Waterlane, Cork, 
in 1741; the son of a bricklayer, he became 
Professor of Painting in the Royal Academy, 
only to die friendless and impoverished in 
London. As a child he was sullen and 
morose, preferring to sit in the smoky 
chimney corner of his cabin rather than play 
In the sunlight with the neighbours’ 
children. His father thrashed him, and 
even sent him to sea to cure him of 
his ‘‘foolish notions,” but all to no 
avail.

I have just heard of a knotty little 
problem which confronts a _ penniless 
young Russian on the Riviera. It has 
caused. much discussion, and, although 
people are sympathetic, they also see the 
amusing side of the affair. 

This young Russian was sent- to prison 
for fiftecn days last month for wearing a 
French naval uniform without being law- 
fully entitled to it. On hisgrelease the 
jailer took away his prison clothes, and 
gave him back the naval uniform. Three 
days later he was again arrested for wear- 
ing it, and was sent back to prison. On 
his release the jailer again gave him back 
the uniform. Now he has once more been 
arrested, still in the unform, and again 
sentenced.’ ‘This time, however. the 
authorities have taken away the uniform 
in a back room of the police court, and 
sent him off to prison, clad only in his 
shirt. 

The problem now is: What will he do 
on release? He will be liable to greater 
punishment if he appears insufficiently 
clothed, so that the poor fellow is “up 
against 1t.”’ According to British law, 
the jailer would be responsible for his last 
two convictions, since it was he who gave 
the Russian the uniform and made him go 
forth. Apparently, there is no provision 
made by French law for the provision of 
clothes in such a case, and, unless private 
charity steps in, the Russian will be in an 
awkward -dilemma

‘ACitltown Races. : 


A stroll through Milltown the other day 
recalled to me (writes a correspondent) 
some of the records of what was at one time 
a more interesting spot. to Dublin people 
than it is to-day. During the eighteenth 
century Milltown, which became then the 
property of the Leeson family, ennobled 
under the title of the Earl of Milltown, was 
of various manufactures, 
but also a resort much frequented by the 
citizens, and a great thoroughfare for 
parties on their way to Powerscourt. The 
newspapers of the time advertise many of 
its attractions. In June, 1728, a race for 
vrass-fed horses, not exceeding £6 in value, 
from John Burr’s in Milltown to the Cock 
in St. Kevin’s Port is announced, with a 
saddle as first prize. In July, 1758, there 
were races for horses and also for girls. 
Entries had to be made at the Pheenix, 
und the rewards included a ‘‘ cap and 
ribbons.”’ Probably, however, greater 
crowds went out there from Dublin in 
November, 1753, to see the punishment of 
William Kallendar, who. for resening a 
prisoner, Was whipped from the village to 
Dundrum. 

Amongst the inhabitants of Milltown 
mentioned throughout the news was Mr. 
John Randall, the owner of the paper mill, 
who, in 1754, was thrown from his horse 
and killed; Mr. Doherty, of the iron mill,

ORTHERN Ireland visitors to the 

Dublin Horse Show have returned 

with glowing accounts of the great 

national fixture. They were delighted 

with everything they saw, and realise that 

Ballsbridge is supreme in interest to the 

agriculturist, while its colour, picturesque 

display, traditional gaiety and fashionable 

assemblage make an irresistible appeal to 
the ordinary lisitor. , 

The people on this side of the border 
are naturally pleased that Northern ex- 
hibitors managed to capture a fair share 
of the trophies and prizes, and they have 
also an admiration for the Free State in 
winning the first international military 
jumping fos coat In fact, the North 
takes as much pride in the Dublin Show 
as even the South itself; for many pages 
of its two-centuries-old history were written 
by the men of Ulster. 

The premier Northern Show at Bal- 
moral, on the outskirts of Belfast, is only 
in its youth, compared with that at Balls- 
bridge, but it is making splendid pro- 
gress, and the ambition of its promoters 
is that in time it may rival in glory and 
glamour even the Show of the Royal 
Dublin Society. 


NEW ENTERTAINMENT. 


For some time past Belfast has been 
enjoying a new form of entertainment, so 
far as the North is cancerned. There have 
been beauty contests for girls and even ior 
schoolboys, while baby shows are becom- 
ing increasingly popular. A great deal of 
interest. is evinced in these competitions, 
and quite recently a factory girl was 
crowned with due ceremony, as_ the 
prettiest girl in her district, in the pre- 
sence of thousands of admirers. It is all 
very pleasant, and helps to brighten the 
outlook in a time of industrial depression. 

It appears that the progressive town of 
Bangor, on Belfast Lough, is also likely 
to favour these competitions. At a meet- 
ing of the Borough Council this week 
Councillor Davidson mentioned that he 
had noticed reports of baby shows in the 
newspapers. He praised the babies of 
Bangor, and moved that a show should be 
organised fer them by the lady in charge 
of the children’s welfare department. 

Another member was of opinion that 
there should be no age limit. and that 
the members of the Council should not 
be excluded, a humorous suggestion which 
caused much laughter. :

A WORD OF ADVICE.

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GREGORIAN CHANT. 
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A LEGACY OF THE AGES.

RUE genius is everlasting, and retains 
i) throughout the ages its original fresh- 
ness and vigour. Such is Gregorian 
chant, the austere beauty of which enthrals 
the heart and uplifts the soul as in the early 
days of the Church. Gregorian chant, which, 
though allied, must not be confounded with 
the Ambrosian or other chants, is named after 
the illustrious saint and Pontiff, Gregory the 
Great, who collected and arranged the sacred 
chants of his day, piously rifling every nook 
and corner of Christendom, as is recorded by 
his loving biographer, John the Deacon. Plain 
chant, of which Gregorian is the purest form, 
dates back to the earliest days of the Christian 
Church. As the Church gained in strength 
the chant grew, but certain defects and in- 
accuracies crept In, was inevitable, since 
these chants were handed down by oral tradi 
tion. In 384 A.D. St. Ambrose, Bishop of Milan, 
grew dissatisfied with the state of the chant, 
and said to have instituted a uniform 
version of church music, still named the 
Ambrosian chant, and sung to this day in 
his diocese of Milan. From the death of St. 
Ambrose in 397 there was no real advance in 
the qualitv of the chant until the accession 
of Pope Gregory in 590, when that great 
mora, le infused fresh life and vigour into 
it by collecting, re-editing and setting forth 
in their purest forms the sacred melodies of 
day.

Learned scholars and Benedi 
tine monks are continually rescuing beauti- 
ful chants from the dusty oblivion into which 
they were allowed to fall after Gregory's 
day, and during the Middle Ages. Solesmes 
has become a core and centre of plain chant, 
whence it continually issues to purify and 
elevate church music the world over. Ireland 
is to the fore in this movement, and at 
Feiseanna all through the country Gregorian 
chant forms a most important item. The 
re-editing of the chant is difficult work, 
calling for deep erudition and study.

The 
Mehatma, however, has atoned for his 
tardiness by the vigour of his words and— 
especially—by his persuasion of the 
Congress Party to endorse 
Officially. ‘‘ It is a serious delusion,”’ 
wrote Mr. Gandhi to his supporters, “ to 
think that violence can help non-violence.’’ 
Referring to the forthcoming Round Table 
Conference, he added that Englishmen had 
no cause to fear his “ reputed obstinacy 
or—worse still—anti-British, feelings.” 
Actually Mr. Gandhi, though he is not 
India, is the Congress Party in all essen- 
tials, as is manifested by the fact that the 
party’s Working Committee, when it sub- 
scribed to his horror of murder, rejected 
every mitigating amendment. It must not 
be supposed that the Mahatma, although 
absolutely sincere in his opinions, has 
justified his position in all respects. He 
cannot escape wholly the odium of respon- 
sibility for subsequent violence, ‘vhich 
must attach always to the man who has 
taught a people to disobey established 
authority.

The Oil Combines. 


The struggle between the Governor of 
Oklahoma and the powerful oil companies 
which are engaged in business in the State 
under his jurisdiction has entered upon a 
new and remarkable phase. Mr. Murray, 
the Governor, has been putting forward for 
some time his view that the price at 
present obtained for oil is ruinous to all 
except the largest companies, and about a 
week ago he announced his intention. of 
resorting to strenuous measures unless the 
price was raised without delay. He now 
appears as the champion of the in- 
dependent producer’s right to the natural 
resources of the State; for he has ordered 
the immediate suspension of production 
in all the large oil fields until the 
price reaches a more satisfactory figure. 
Martial law has been proclaimed, and 
already the troops have closed more than 
two hundred wells. This is an autocratic 
move, but Mr. Murray is prepared to carry 
matters even further. He has informed 
his troops that they must pay no atten- 
tion to counter instructions from any 
authority lower than the President him- 
self or the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The employés of some of the large 
companies offered resistance to the troops, 
but it is clear from the reports that—for 
the moment—the Governor is in control of 
the situation. According to th®New York 
Correspondent of The Times, the mani- 
festo which ordered the closing of the 
wells was couched in somewhat violent 
terms, and furiously denounced the 
' monopolistic ’’ oil companies. The 
immediate result of the Governor’s pro- 
ceedings will be that some thousands of 
workers will lose their employment, but 
he believes that his gesture shortly will 
lead to an amelioration of the conditions. 
Whatever the outcome may be we cannot 
doubt that the whole question of the rights 
of small companies must now be threshed 
out thoroughly. So many hard words have 
been said on both sides that a searching 
examination of the position in the oil trade 
is now inevitable.

Mollison had arrived he hurried upstairs 
to have his first bath for nine days. 

Owing to Mr. Mollison’s tiredness a 
broadcast which had been arranged to take 
place last night had to be cancelled until 
to-day. 

Mr. Mollison’s time for the flight from 
Australia to England—Pevensey Bay—was 
last night officially given as 8 days 22 hours 
25 minutes. This figure allows for the 
difference between Australian time and 
British Summer Time. 

Mr. Mollison is a close friend of Mr. C. 
W. A. Scott, whose time for the Australia- 
England flight he has thus beaten’ by 2 
days 1 hour 35 minutes. ! 


SCOTT'S TELEGRAM. 


Soon after his arrival at Croydon Mr. 
Mollison received this telegram from Scott,

day and a half out of the total of 8 davs 
22 hours 25 minutes owing to bad weather. 

He encountered monsoons in Burmah 
and dust storms in Syria. “ While crossing 
Lower Burmah I encountered a _ heavy 
torrential monsoon storm. At one place

“ T do not think we understood a single 
word of what each oth - was saying, but 
we made copious signs and got along very 
well that. wav. 

‘In the whole of my flight I have not 
had more than ten hours sleep. I did not 
find it diffeult to keep awake so Ieng as the 
weather was bad. The danger was that 
when there was no difficulty in steering the 
plane I might then drop off. Many times 
I found myself nodding in the cockpit, and 
I had to shake mvself to wake up. I 
noticed that particularly flying from 
Pevensey to Croydon.”’ 


FLIGHT TO THE CAPE? 


He does not intend to try a record 
flight back to Australia. ‘‘ After all,” he 
explained, “it would only be repeating 
what I have already done. I have an idea 
I should like te make a new record for 1 
flight from England to the Cape. If I do 
that I shall do it very shortly.”’ 

Immediately on arrival at Croydon he 
sent a telegram to his grandfather, who 
lives in Invernesshire, informing him that 
he had landed safely and had created a 
record.

TRIBUTE TO GERMAN 
SPORTSMANSHIP. 
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From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
BERNE, Thursday. 


HE little Union Jack which has 
fluttered for fifteen hundred miles 
on the bonnet of the British Invicta at 
the head of the stream of sixty cars com- 
peting in the Alpine motor trial was to- 
day waved high in triumph when its 
owner, Donald Healey, was cheered 
as the only British driver to lose no 
marks—a feat which earned him joint 
ownership of the Coupe des Glaciers with 
two Germans—Delmar (Mercedes) and 
Bitzy (Austro-Daimler). 

Healey’s triumph was not the only 
British success. At the head of Group 2 
of the Coupes des Glaciers is H. E. 
Symons with his Clement-Talbot. Symons, 
with Von Schoeller (Austro-Daimler), F 
H. Scholten (Lancia) and Count Spiegel, 
last not a single mark during the trial. 


SMALLEST CAR IN RACE, 


Lord de Clifford’s M.G. Midget, the 
smallest car in the race, finished second 
in Group 3, with V. E. Leverett (Riley) 
third. In Group 3, for team, the Rileys 
finished second. 

‘The Flying Englishman,’’ as Donald 
Healey is called, has sat behind his little 
flag for six days, his hands blistered from 
constant contact with steering wheel and 
brake, smiling his acknowledgments to the 
villagers of five countries who turned out 
to cheer the competitors, 

In almost every village the local police 
had to keep the roads clear, as, no sooner 
did the people hear the roar of the first 
engine, which was always that of the low- 
built British Invicta, than they streamed 
out of the houses. 


FASTEST TIME. 


Healey has mad@ the fastest average 
time for the trial, &nd his time for the 
ascent and descent of the famous Col du 
(8,590 feet) was eight seconds 
faster than that of any other competitor. 
This was in spite of the fact that Healey 
throughout the whole run carried ballast 
equal to the weight of four passengers. 

“I am very proud to hie done some- 
thing for British cars,’’ said Healey, 
after the winners had been announced. 
“I think we have proved beyond doubt 
that Britain can build cars to stand up 
to rough usage. These results should 
help us to capture a share of the 
European car markets.”’ 


REMARKABLE ROADS. 


Healey added that the Alpine roads 
were marvels of road engineering. “ At 
times, however, [ had to drive for 
hundreds of yards over rough boulders, 
and at other times I had to take hairpin 
bends on the brink of precipices. 

“Once, in the dark, I lost my way and. 
while I could see the lights of my German 
rivals gradually climbing up the mountain- 
side, Í was rushing and dashing about 
searching frantically for the road. It lost 
me nearly all my twenty minutes’ lead, 
but I found it just in time and kept ahead. 

‘“F must pay a tribute to the sportsman- 
ship of my great rivals, the Germans. 
They were always gentlemen, and, when- 
ever they lost ground, they would wave 
me “Good luck’ as I drew away from 
them. 


THE STURDY MIDGET. 


Lord de Clifford, whose tiny little M.G. 
stood up as pluckily as any British bull- 
pup to the tremendous test, said: “I 
have complete confidence in British baby 
cars. I must confess, however. that I 
have had my qualms on some of these 
hills. Often the slightest error of judg- 
ment would have meant disaster. The 
strain on both car and driver was terrific. 


A WORD TO THE WISE. 


“In nearly every village I passed 
through I was the object of astonishment 
as my little car wound its way among 
the giants up the steep ascents. I was 
‘barracked’ good-humouredly many 
times, and many were the amusing re- 
marks made about the plucky little M.G. 

“ 1 sincerely trust that more British 
manufacturers will realise the intense 
value of these trials. I believe that if 
Britain made proper use of the experience 
gained in these last six days British cars 
would be at the head of every class in 
next year’s trial. As for Healey, only 
those who have seen him in action can 
appreciate his magnificent skill and 
courage.”’

INSURANCE AGAINST 
BAD WEATHER.

HE officials of the Irish Aero Club are 


confident of the success of the air 
pageant to be held at Baldonnel Aero- 
drome, County Dublin, to-morrow week, 
provided the weather is good. In any case 
they will not be losers, for they are insured 
against bad weather.

THE IDEA OF A NATIONAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


vr 


The Times says:—The immediate effect 
of the report of the Economy Committee 
has been to produce fresh advocates of: the 
idea of a National Government. One of 
the chief virtues of the report is that it 
has left no excuse for ignorance or In- 
difference in regard to the extent of the 


danger which threatens the structure of 
British finance and credit, and a very 


remedial measures necessary are too 
drastic to be carried through by any one 
political party. A further strong reason 
for searching for an executive which wil! 
be, prima facie, more permanent than a 
party Government is the fact that economy, 
will be useless if it is ephemeral. 

Part of a national policy, in short, 
must be to demand some sacrifices from 
the beneficiaries of the social services; 
but clearly such a policy must go far 
beyond the report. The problem before 
any national Government is not merely 
to restore hudgetary § solvency, but 
to support the effect of budgetary 
solvency in restoring industrial confidence 
by every means in its power. There is a 
growing belief that one such means is a 
revenue tariff, which would have the 
double effect of promoting industrial con- 
fidence and helping towards balancing the 
Budget. A revenue tariff, indeed, appears 
to be a second essential principle of a 
national policy, and, unhappily, like the 
first part, it also appears to be an obstacle 
to the formation of a National Govern- 
ment, more particularly because, like 
economy, this method of 1aising revenue 
requires a long run to be effective. 

A third principle in national 
might be some les blundering 


from the rentier than that suggested in 
the minority report ; but this, again, would, 
doubtless, arouse the bitterest controversy. 
Mr. Baldwin was clearly wrong in saying 
that the question of entering a National 
Government was a question of strategy ; it 
is a question of practicability, a question 
whether all parties can comprehensively 
and conscientiously make such sacrifices of 
former convictions as a national policy 
requires.

Spinners, Ltd., amd Anglo-Scottish Textiles, 
Ltd., by making various frawdulent reports. 

MacKinnon and Cole-Hamilton are also 
separately charged. with issuing false certia- 
cates to the bank. Young is further charged 
on thirteen counts with the fraudulent con- 
version of £42,734. Against Turner there are 
127 charges, 120 of them alleging the 
fraudulent conversion of £51,519.. Mamy of 
these, however, are triplicate of the same 
items.

MR. LANG SHELVES BILL

has shelved the Salaries Reduction Bill, and 
intends substituting for it an alternative 
which, he says, wili satisfy all the Parliamen- 
tary parties.

the highest salaries. 


FLOUR SEIZED. 
PREMIER'S ORDER. 


The city was in a state of excitement this 
morning after the news had spread that 
Government officials had seized 1,000 tons of 
flour which were intended for early shipment 
to Eastern countries. This action was the 
outcome of a quarrel between the Government 
and the master bakers and the flour millers. 

The State Government recently concluded 
a contract with Messrs. Shadlers, Limited. 
assigning to this, firm the sole supply of 
"“dole ” bread, the agreed price to be ós, 11d. 
per dozen loaves. 

Thereupon the master balers came to an 
agreement not to supply Messrs. Shadlers, 
who were prepared to pay the bakers ds. 8d. 
per dozen. 

The flour millers and yeast makers also re- 
solved not to supply Messrs. Shadlers, and 
the bread carters also supported the master 
bakers. 

A number of bakers capitulated and began 
to sell to Messrs. Shedlers, but many unem- 
ploved |ave been unable to obtain bread.

The flood situation at Hankow is causing 
much anxiety. There are now 160.000 
refugees in the city.

It is expected that it will be months 
before the floods subside. The zone con- 
taining the three cittes of Hankow, Han- 
yang and Wuchang is a vast skeet of water 
covering about thirty out of seventy 
counties.

NEW BILL. 


RESOLUTION AT DUBLIN 
MEETING.

The following resolution was passed at a 
largely-attended meeting of the Irish 
Auctioneers’ Association, held on Wednesday 
at 39 Westmoreland street, Dublin (by kind 
permission of Messrs. attersby and Co.) :— 

That this general meeting, representative 
of all auctioneers, house and estate agents, 
and valuers in all parts of the Irish Free 
State, is unanimously in favour of the 
Auctioneers, Valuers, House and Estate 
Agents Bill, 1931, and agrees with the sug- 
gested amendments; and we cali on all our 
representatives in the Dail to give it their 
full support.”’ 

Mr. Lionel V. Bennett, who presided, 
explained the position with regard te the 
bill—which will come up for its second read- 
mg in October next—and said that the full 
eo-operation of all auctioneers would be 
necessary in each constituency to ensure its 
successful passage. 

Mr. Wilham P. Smith (Navan) said that 
the bill was desired to protect the public 
from loss through default, and also to see 
that they got proper service. The three main 
sections of the bill proposed (1) to secure 
the public from loss through default by 
means of a fidelity bond; (2) .to ensure 
that only these who could show that they 
were in a position to give proper strvice to 
the public were to be registered: (3) to fix 
A fair rate of fees for services renderid. 

The latter provision, he pointed out, was 
as much in the interests of the citizens of 
the Free State as in those of the auctioneer, 
as it was obvious that unless the anctioneer 
could make a fair income, he could not give 
the time, care, and skill necessary to the 
proper carrying out of his obligatiens. In 
drafting the bill every care had been taken 
to see that no infustice was done to anv 
practising auctioneer, house and estate agent, 
or valizer, whether he was a member of their 
Association er not.

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GANDHI SWINGS 
CONGRESS TO HIS SIDE. 


i. á 


From Revrer’s CORREsPONDENT. 
BOMBAY, Thursday. 

After it had been moved in the longest 
and most fervent speech Mahatma Gandhi 
has made in recent years, a resolution con- 
demning political. outrages, particularly 
the attempted assassination of the Acting’ 
Governor of Bombay and the murder of 
Judge Garlick, was to-day passed by the 
All-India Congress Committee by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Various amendments seeking to modify 
such condemnation were rejected. 

The resolution had been passed by the 
Congress: Working Committee yesterday, 
and was submitted for endorsement. 


MAHATMA’S ARTICLE, 

Mr. Gandhi writes a vehement con- 
demnation of the recent murder of Mr. 
Justice Garlick in his paper; Young Indta, 
to-day. 

“This murder of a judge who was per- 
forming his duty according to his lights is 
a disgrace to the perpetrators,’’ declares 
the Mahatma. ‘‘ We may not wonder at 
the agitation which has troubled the Euro- 
pean community in Calcutta and else- 
where, Murders planned by secret 
societies make everyone in their immediate 
neighbourhood suspect. Indeed, one 
murder of a European official affects the 
atmosphere of the whole of India. 

““I have had it whispered to me that 
violence going on side by side with non- 
violence must help the latter. Let me pro- 
claim with all the strength of my convic- 
tion thet it is a serious delusion to think 
that violence can help non-violence. 


THE CONFERENCE. 

“Ti 1 reach London I can make this 
promise to all concerned,” says Mr. 
Gandhi, at the conclusion of an article 
referring to the forthcoming Round Table 
Conference.’ ‘‘ Whilst, on the one hand, J 
shall not be guilty of selling the national 
cause, on the other hand, the most re- 
actionary Englishmen have no cause to 
fear my reputed obstinacy, or, worse still, 
anti-British feelings. 

‘‘T am not conscious of being obstinate, 
and those who know me always credit me 
with an ample faculty of compromise. 
though they have always found me un- 
yielding on matters of principle. Nor am 
I conscious of any anti-British feeling. 
On the contrary, I can assert with con- 
fidence that I have nothing but goodwill 
for the British. 

‘‘ If, therefore,-I attend the Conference, 
I shall leave no stone unturned to make 
the deliberations of the Conference a 
success. More I dare not promise. 

‘‘T am going to support the Congress 
case,” he adds, “ with arguments, meet 
counter arguments, answer questions, try 
to solve difficulties and doubts raised by 
the other side, and exercise the freedom 
given by the Karachi Congress to the Con- 
gress delegation to accept such adyjust- 
ments as may demonstrably be necessary 
in the interests of India.”’

The second period in the theatrical! history 
of Dublin may be said to begin with the 
evection of Crow Street Theatre in the year 
1758. Smock Alley had begun to decline, 
but the old house-had nurtured a fine stage 
tradition, and many capable actors were 
trained in its stock companies. One of 
these, Spranger Barry, the son of a Dublin 
goldsmith, in collaboration with Henry Wood- 
ward, a pantomime artist, built the new 
theatre at a cost of £22,000, part of which 
was obtained by public subscription. Barry 
was reputed to be one of the best actors on 
the London stage, and his wife, who was 
trained by him at Crow Street, became the 
greatest public favourite that Dublin has ever 
known. She was married three times; first 
to an actor named Dancer, then to Barry, 
and after his death to Crawiord, who became 
manager at Crow Street. Ann Barry ap- 
peared at the theatre with her three husbands 
in succession; an experience which might not 
be regarded as unusual nowadays, but which 
was. nevertheless a record, since she was 
twice widowed. 

THE FIRST ‘‘ THEATRE ROYAL.” 

The first play to be preduced in Crow 
Street was a comedy by Cibber, entitled 
‘‘She Would and She Would Not.” ‘Lhere 
were no queues at that time, and the seats 
in the cheaper parts of the house on the 
opening night were literally fought for, and 
fell to the lot of those who could shove the 
hardest. One unfortunate man who missed 
his footing was crushed to death on the 
narrow stairway. Under the management of 
Barry, Crow Street became the principal 
Dublin theatre, and secured the official title 
of “ Theatre Royal.’’ Its pre-eminence was 
soon threatened, however, by another house, 
the City Theatre, in Capel street, founded 
by William Dawson and Robert Mahon in 
1770. During the next few years Dawson 
produced Shakespeare, with considerable suc- 
cess, having engaged some very good actors, 
such as W. T. Lewis, Isaac Sparks, and John 
O’Keeffe. The visit of that remarkable 
player, Charles Macklin, to the City Theatre 
attracted large crowds. Macklin was at that 
time over seventy years old, but his 
power as a tragedian had in no way 
diminished. Twenty-two vears later he 
played Shylock in London, and he even 
appeared on the stage at the age of 
100, but broke down and had to retire. 

In the meantime Barry had given up the 
management of Crow Street to Henry Mossop. 
the son of a Galway clergyman, who had 
been educated at Trinity College, where he 
obtained a scholarshin. Mossop had pre- 
viously been emploved in Barry's theatre as 
an assistant manager at the handsome salary 
of thirtv-seven guintas a week. He seems to 
have had considerable influence in society 
circles, since he left his e:.iployment in Crow 
Street to undertake the management 
of Smock Alley, under the _ patren- 
age of the Countess of Brandon. His 
versatility was considerable; he engaged. the 
celebrated Ann Catley to sing in English 
opera, and he was responsible for introduc- 
lu; music-hall displays into the home of 
legitimate drama. When Mossop came to re- 
place his former emplover at Crow Street, 
however, he was already in financial diffi- 
culties, and the theatre soon passed into the 
hands of Dawson, the proprietor of its rival 
in Capel street. Dawson, however. was un- 
able co manage two theatres, and when he in 
turn became insolvent, Crow Street was taken 
over by Mrs. Barry and her third husband, 
Thomas Crawford. Some amusing scenes 
were witnessed during this régime. The 
theatre was nearly always in debt, and it 
Is related that Crawford, during a perform- 
ance of “' Othello,’’ had not only to play the 


principal part, but to fiddle in the orchestra | 


during the intervals, the regular performers 
having gone on strike because the ‘‘ ghost ” 
had failed to “walk.” On another occasion 
a domestic scene took place in the greenroom, 
which was quite as dramatic as anvthing that

might have happened on the stage. Mrs. 
Barry, in her capacity as actress. refused to 
set foot on the boards until her co-manager 
and husband had paid her the arrears of her 
Of course, this state of affairs could 
not last, and Crow Street was seized for debt. 
Mrs. Barry and her husband transfered thei: 
interest to Richard Daly, the manager of 
Smock Alley, who took over both theatres. 


THE PERFORMING DOG. 

Daly was a man of much greater business 
capacity than his predacessors, and the Crow 
street house flourished under his management. 
In 1777 Dorothy Bland, afterwards known as 
Mrs. Jordan, appeared under Daly's auspices 
as Phoebe in *‘ As You Like lu.” This gifted 


bore him five sons and five daughters. A few 
years later the Fishamble street music-hall 
was converted into a private theatre by Lord 
Westmeath and the celebrated ‘* Buck ”’ 
Jones, whose name is still commemorated in 
Jones's road. The latter sought to obtain 
irom the Government a patent for a new 
theatre, but his attempt was discountenanced. 
and he decided to enter into an arrangement 
with Daly for the acquisition of Crow Street. 
In 1797 he —- the theatre, which 
remained in his hands until it was closed 
in 1820. Like most of his forerunners. Jones 
became heavily involved financially, and was 
eventually thrown into gaol for debt. His 
tenure of Crow Street was marked bv 
a serious riot, which occurred in 1814. 
over the substitution of one play for 
another. In ‘‘ The Forest of Bondy "a good 
deal depends on the acting of a well-trained 
dog in the part of “ The Dog of Montargis.”’ 
The owner of the dog engaged bv Jones 
‘lemanded such extrava-rant terms that the 
manager decided to withdraw the play and 
substitute “The Miller and his Men.” Ia. 
appointed patrons who wanted to see the 
animal attempted to storm the theatre. and 
the management came ir for a good deal of 
unpupularity, 


AN AMBITIOUS PRODUCTION. 

lhe patent of Crow Street expired in 1820, 
and the last performance took place on the 
loth of May in that year. The premises lay 
derelict until 1836, when thev were taken 
over by the Apothecaries Hall, who 
them to the Catholic University in. 1852. 
Some parts of the theatre mav still he 
identified in the lower portion of Fownes’s 
street and in Temple 'ane. ‘The building was 
much better suited to its purpose than Smock 
Allev; the acoustic arrangements are said to 
have been perfeet, and the house was capable 
of accommodating 2,000 rersons. ©’Keeffe 
States that the most remarkable performance 
he had ever seen was ‘Alexander the 
Great,’ as produced at Crow 
by Barry, when the chariot in whieh 
Alexander was drawn on to the stage bv his 
unarmed soldiery disappeared in an instant. 
and every soldier was in that moment fully 
accoutred. The wheels became shields, the 
axletrees spears, while the body of the chariot 
was so mace up of swords, javelins and other
